FRANKFORT, Ky. - The revised pen- 
sion reform bill will not mandate that 
any current or future Kentucky public 
employees be moved into 401(k)-like 
savings plans because the move would 
actually cost more money, Senate Presi- 
dent Robert Stivers said on Wednesday.

A move from traditional pension 
plans with defined benefits to 401(k)- 
like plans was the foundation of the re- 
form proposal released in October by 
Gov. Matt Bevin, Stivers and then- 


House Speaker Jeff Hoover. 

But that proposal, which also includ- 
ed numerous reductions in benefits, 
was met with strong opposition. Lead- 
ers of the House and Senate Republican 
majorities have been revising the plan 
for months. 

Stivers, a Manchester Republican, 
told reporters Wednesday afternoon

SCALA 
may open 
meeting 
to media 


Group member: Most 
unlikely to step aside

The organizers of a group of busi- 
ness and civic leaders criticized as se- 
cretive are leaning toward opening its 
next gathering to the media, a spokes- 
man said. 

The Steering Committee for Action 
on Louisville’s Agenda, or SCALA, has 
been criticized for its invitation-only 
membership since its existence was 
unveiled last month by Insider Louis- 
ville, an online publication. The group 
has been meeting privately for months 
to discuss public education, crime and 
expanded airline access. 

The group, started by Humana co- 
founder David Jones Sr. and Brown- 
Forman heiress and advertising exec- 
utive Sandra Frazier, had been sched- 
uled to meet on Wednesday but the 
meeting was canceled because of 
scheduling conflicts, spokesman Mi- 
chael Tierney said. 

He said the next meeting has not 
been scheduled, but when it is, those 
in charge say they will likely open it to 
media as well. 

The group includes about 70 busi- 
ness, civic and faith leaders, according 
to a list Jones shared with Courier 
Journal last week. He also recently ex- 
tended an invitation to join the group 
to Marty Pollio, who was named super- 
intendent of Jefferson County Public 
Schools on Sunday. Pollio has said he 
is considering the invitation. 

The group has been criticized for 
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
